Section  i.  This  Club  shall  be  called 
The  Garden  City  G01.F  CivUb. 

Sec.  i.  The  object  of  the  Club  shall 
be  to  provide  and  maintain  for  its  mem- 
bers proper  grounds  and  facilities  for 
playing  the  game  of  golf,  and  to  main- 
tain a  club  house  for  their  accommoda- 
tion. 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  the 
Club  shall  consist  of  regular,  associate 
and  honorary  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  regular  membership  of 
the  Club  shall  be  limited  to  three  hundred 
and  no  person  shall  be  a  regular  member 
except  males  at  least  twenty-one  years  of 
age. 

Sec.  3.  Associate  members  whose 
numbers  shall  be  limited  to  one  hundred 
may  be  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy, 
clergymen,  members  of  the  faculty  of  St. 
Paul's  School,  women  or  juniors  but  no 
one  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  eligible  and  the  admission  or  election 
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of  associate  members  shall  within  such 
limitation  be  at  all  times  subjedl  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of 
Governors  shall  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe. 

Sec.  4.  Applicants  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Club.  Nominations  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  state  the  eligibility 
of  the  applicant  and  his  residence  and 
address.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the 
proposer  and  seconder  and  delivered  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Club.  No  Governor 
of  the  Club  shall  make  nominations  for 
membership. 

Sec.  5.  No  candidate  for  membership 
shall  be  eledled  until  after  his  nomina- 
tion shall  have  been  posted  in  a  conspic- 
uous place  in  the  Club  House  for  at  least 
ten  days. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
decide  by  ballot  whether  applicants  shall 
be  admitted  or  denied  admission  to  mem- 
bership. No  person  shall  become  a  mem- 
ber unless  he  or  she  shall  receive  the 
affirmative  vote  of  all  the  Governors 
present  at  the  meeting  at  which  his  or 
her  nomination  shall  be  considered,  nor 
shall  any  candidate  become  a  member 
until  after  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  his 
or  her  entrance  fee  and  semi-annual  dues. 
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Sec.  7.  Associate  members  shall  be  en- 
titled to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
house  and  grounds  in  the  same  manner  as 
regular  members,  subject,  however,  to 
such  rules  as  the  Board  of  Governors  may 
adopt  as  to  days  of  play;  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote  nor  have  any  interest  or 
ownership  in  the  property  of  the  Club  or 
be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Governors  may 
elect  honorary  members,  whose  relations 
to  the  Club  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of 
other  members,  except  that  they  shall  pay 
no  entrance  fees  or  dues,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  Club  meetings  or  be 
eligible  to  be  elected  to  office. 

Sec.  9.  Persons  not  members  of  the 
Club  to  be  known  as  six  months,  monthly 
and  weekly  subscribers  may  become  en- 
titled to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  during 
the  term  of  their  subscription  under  such 
rules  as  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  from 
time  to  time  prescribe, 
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Se^.  I.    The  control  and  management  J|fffc|^  JQ^ 
of  the  Club  and  its  affairs  and  property  Govcmmettt* 
shall  be  entrusted  to  a  board  of  twelve  of 
its  regular  members,  to  be  known  as  the 
Board  of  Governors.    Five  members  of 
the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Se:c.  2.  The  Board  of  Governors  named 
in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting, 
or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 
At  the  next  annual  meeting  four  Govern- 
ors shall  be  elected  to  serve  one  year,  four 
to  serve  two  years,  and  four  to  serve  three 
years,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected;  and  at  each  annual  meeting  there- 
after four  Governors  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  three  years,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected. 

The  Governors  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  ^ 
after  each  annual  meeting,  elect  from 
their  number  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer  and  an  Executive 
Committee,  to  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors be  elected;  and  from  the  members 
of  the  Club  a  Captain  to  serve  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

SKC.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any 
office  or  in  the  membership  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  occurring  otherwise  than 
by  expiration  of  term  of  office,  the 
remaining  members  of  the  Board  shall 
fill  the  same. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
have  power  to  make  and  amend  by-laws 
or  rules  for  the  regulation  of  members  in 
their  use  of  the  Club;  for  the  admission  to 
the  privileges  of  the  Club  of  persons  not 
members,  and  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  Club. 

It  shall  have  power  to  fix  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  such  rules,  and  to  remit 
all  penalties  and  forfeitures  w^hich  shall 
arise  under  this  constitution  or  the  rules. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
have  power  to  expel  or  suspend  any  mem- 
ber, at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  by  a

Sec.  6.  Before  any  member  can  be  ex- 
pelled or  suspended  by  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, ten  days'  notice  in  writing,  that 
such  action  will  be  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  at  a  time  and  place 
mentioned  in  said  notice,  together  with  a 
written  specification  of  the  charge  against 
him,  shall  be  given  to  him  personally. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
present  to  the  Club  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing a  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
Club  and  of  its  property  ;  an  account  of 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  past  year, 
and  an  estimate  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  coming  year.

facts  to  the  Board  of  Governors.    He  shall 
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receive  and  ^eep  all  funds  of  the  Club  and 
shall  only  disburse  the  same  as  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  or  on  bills 
properly  certified  by  the  Executive  or 
Green  Committees. 

Sec.  5.  The  Captain  shall  have  charge 
of  the  links  during  competitions.  His 
decisions  as  to  any  questions  arising  dur- 
ing a  club  match  shall  be  final.  He  shall 
arrange  for  all  matches  between  the  Club 
and  other  clubs;  and  shall  select  the  play- 
ers to  represent  the  Club  in  inter-club 
matches.

Penalties,  membership  shall  fail  to  pay  his  dues  and 
entrance  fee  within  thirty  days  after  notice 
of  his  election,  his  election  shall  be  void. 

Any  member  who  shall  fail  to 
pay  an  amount  exceeding  ten  dollars  due 
to  the  Club  from  him  for  one  month  after 
notice  of  his  indebtedness  shall  have  been 
mailed  to  him  by  the  Treasurer,  shall  be 
denied  further  credit  by  the  Treasurer, 
and  upon  the  facts  being  established  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  noted  in  the  minutes,  as  so  estab- 
lished, shall  be  suspended  from  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club. 

Sec.  3.  The  names  of  all  the  members 
who  shall  fail  to  pay  their  semi-annual 
dues  on  or  before  the  first  days  of  Jime 
and  December  in  any  year,  shall  be  then 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Club 
House;  and  if  such  dues  are  not  paid  on 
the  first  days  of  July  and  January  there- 
after, such  members  shall  cease  to  be 
members  of  the  Club,  subject,  however, 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  Article 
IV  of  the  Constitution.

posed amendment  shall  have  been  deliv- 
ered to  the  Secretary  by  the  person  pro- 
posing the  same  at  least  twenty  days  prior 
to  the  meeting.

It  shall  also  have  power  to 
admit  season,  monthly  and  weekly  sub- 
scribers subject  to  the  approval  and  con- 
firmation of  the  Board  of  Governors  who 
shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  to  restrict 
or  revoke  any  such  admission. 

The  Green  Committee  shall  have  charge  5 
of  the  links  and  of  the  workshops  of  the  ^^^^  Cowiiimeo. 
club  professionals  and  shall  employ  a 
green  keeper  and  such  assistants  as  may 
be  necessary.    It  shall  order  the  purchase 
of  necessary  tools  and  materials.    It  shall 
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select  tlie  caddies  who  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  links  and  shall  fix  the  rate  at 
-which  they  shall  be  paid.  It  shall  draw 
up  a  special  set  of  rules  of  play  and  also 
rules  of  precedence  to  be  observed  on 
the  links,  and  shall  post  the  same  in  the 
Club  House. 

The  Handicap  Committee  shall  estab- 
lish the  number  of  strokes  which  shall  be 
considered  a  scratch  score  on  the  links. 
It  shall  fix  the  handicaps  of  members.  It 
shall  receive  the  score  cards  handed  in  at 
all  Club  matches  and  shall  preserve  the 
same.  It  shall  cause  all  match  scores  to 
be  entered  in  the  score  book.  Every 
member  taking  part  in  a  Club  match 
shall  play  from  scratch,  unless  he  shall 
have  at  least  three  scores  recorded  in  the 
score  book. 

The  Handicap  Committee  shall  keep  a 
list  of  handicaps  showing  the  names  of 
all  members  who  have  a  score  in  the 
score  book  and  also  their  handicaps.  It 
shall  post  this  list  in  the  Club  House  and 
shall  revise  it  after  every  Club  match. 

The  Executive  Committee,  Green  Com- 
mittee and  Handicap  Committee  shall 
redress  all  errors  or  abuses  and  supply  all 
defects  in  the  matters  under  their  charge. 
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All  complaints  must  be  in  writing  and 
must  be  addressed  to  the  committee  hav- 
ing the  matter  to  which  they  refer  in 
charge.  In  case  any  committee  shall  fail 
to  act  after  complaint  duly  made,  the 
matter  complained  of  may  be  brought 
before  the  Board  of  Governors  in  the 
same  way. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  examinej,^j^„j„g  Commmee 
all  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  for  pay- 
ments made  by  him.  Prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  in  each  year  it  may  employ  an 
expert  accountant  to  examine  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer  and  the  accounts  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  of  the  Green 
Committee.  / 

No  funds  of  the  Club  shall  be  expended    ^  ro^iiatloiu 

and  no  debt  shall  be  contracted  for  any 
purpose  unless  the  Board  of  Governors 
shall  have  first  made  an  appropriation 
available  for  that  purpose;  nor  shall  the 
expenditures  made  and  debts  contracted 
for  any  purpose  exceed  such  appropria- 
tion.

Rules  of  the  Game  of  Golf. 


Definitions. 

Side  (1)  A  '^side''  consists  either  of  one 

player  or  of  two  players.  If  one  player 
play  against  another,  the  match  is  called 
^  **a  single/'  If  two  play  against  two, 
each  side  playing  one  ball,  the  match  is 
called  *'a  foursome."  If  one  play 
against  two  playing  one  ball  between 
them,  the  match  is  called  *  *a  threesome. ' ' 

cAd^ice  (2)  *  ^Advice"  is  any  counsel  or  sug- 

gestion which  could  influence  a  player 
in  determining  the  line  of  play,  in  the 
choice  of  a  club,  or  in  the  method  of 
making  a  stroke. 

Course  (3)  The  ''Course"  is  the  whole  area 

within  which  play  is  permitted;  more 
particularly,  it  is  the  ground  between 
the  holes  which  is  specially  prepared 
for  play. 

Teemg-ground  (4)  The  *'teeing-ground"  is  the  start- 
ing place  for  a  hole.  The  front  of  each 
teeing-ground  shall  be  indicated  by  two 
marks  placed  in  a  line  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible at  right  angles  to  the  line  of  play, 
and  the  teeing-ground  shall  include  a 
rectangular  space  of  the  depth  of  two 
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club  lengths  directly  behind  the  line 
indicated  by  the  two  marks. 

(5)  *  'Through  the  green' '  is  all  ground  Through  the 
on  which  play  is  permitted,  except  haz-  9^^^^ 
ards  and  the  putting-green  of  the  hole 

that  is  being  played. 

(6)  A  ''hazard"  is  any  bunker,  water  Ha,za.rd 
(except  casual  water),  sand,  path,  road, 

ditch,  bush,  or  rushes.  Sand  blown  on 
to  the  grass,  or  sprinkled  on  the  course 
for  its  preservation,  bare  patches,  sheep- 
tracks,  snow,  and  ice  are  not  hazards. 

(7)  "Casual  water''  is  any  temporary  Casual  <=cva,ter 
accumulation  of  water  (whether  caused 

by  rainfall,  flooding,  or  otherwise)  which 
is  not  one  of  the  ordinary  and  recognized 
hazards  of  the  course. 

(8)  "Out  of  bounds"  is  all  ground  on  Out  of  bounds 
which  play  is  prohibited. 

(9)  A  ball  is  "out  of  bounds"  when  Bstll,  9vhen  out 
the  greater  part  of  it  lies  within  a  pro-   of  bounds 
hibited  area. 

(10)  The    "putting-green"    is    all  Putting-green 
ground,  except  hazards,  within  twenty 

yards  of  the  hole. 

(11)  The  hole  shall  be  4i  inches  in  /f^/^ 
diameter,  and  at  least  4  inches  deep. 

If  a  metal  lining  be  used,  it  shall  be 
sunk  below  the  lip  of  the  hole  and  its 
outer  diameter  shall  not  exceed  4i 
inches.

(13)  A  "stroke"  is  the  forward 
movement  of  the  club  made  with  the 
intention  of  striking  the  ball,  or  any- 
contact  between  the  head  of  the  club 
and  the  ball  resulting  in  movement  of 
the  ball,  except  in  the  case  of  a  ball  ac- 
cidentally knocked  off  a  tee  (Rule  2  (1)). 

(14)  A  "penalty  stroke"  is  a  stroke 
added  to  the  score  of  a  side  under  cer- 
tain rules,  and  does  not  affect  the  rota- 
tion of  play. 

(15)  The  side  which  plays  off  first 
from  a  teeing-ground  is  said  to  have  the 
"honour."

(17)  A  player  has  "addressed  the 
ball"  when  he  has  taken  his  stance  and 
grounded  his  club,  or,  if  in  a  hazard, 
when  he  has  taken  his  stance  prepara- 
tory to  striking  at  the  ball. 
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(18)  A  ball  is  *'in  play"  as  soon  as  the  In  play 
player  has  made  a  stroke  at  a  teeing- 
ground,  and  it  remains  in  play  until 
holed  out,  except  when  lifted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules. 

(19)  A  ball  is  deemed  to  ''move"  if  it  Ball  deemed 
leave  its  original  position  in  the  least  rncyve 
degree;   but  it  is  not  considered  to 

"move"  if  it  merely  oscillate  and  come 
to  rest  in  its  original  position. 

(20)  A  ball  is  ''lost"  if  it  be  not  found  ^^//^  i^^f 
within  five  minutes  after  the  search  for 

it  has  begun. 

(21)  The  reckoning  of  strokes  is  kept  ^^^^  ^^^^ 
by  the  terms  — '  'the  odd, ' '  '  'two  more, ' '  reckoning 

'  'three  more, ' '  etc. ,  and '  'one  off  three, ' '  game 
'  'one  off  two, ' '  '  'the  like. ' '   The  reck- 
oning of  holes  is  kept  by  the  terms— so 
many  "holes  up, "  or  "all  even,"  and 
so  many  "to  play." 

A  side  is  said  to  be  "dormie"  when  it 
is  as  many  holes  up  as  there  are  holes 
remaining  to  be  played.

RULE  1. 

Mode  of  play       (1)  The  Game  of  Golf  is  played  by 
two  sides,  each  playing  its  own  ball. 

The  game  consists  in  each  side  play- 
ing a  ball  from  a  teeing-ground  into  a 
hole  by  successive  strokes.  The  hole  is 
won  by  the  side  which  holes  its  ball  in 
fewer  strokes  than  the  opposing  side, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  the 
Rules. 

The  hole  is  halved  if  both  sides  hole 
out  in  the  same  number  of  strokes, 

(2)  A  match  consists  of  one  round  of 
the  course  unless  it  be  otherwise  agreed. 
A  match  is  won  by  the  side  which  is 
leading  by  a  number  of  holes  greater 
than  the  number  of  holes  remaining  to 
be  played. 

A  match  is  halved  if  each  side  win  the 
same  number  of  holes. 
Priority  on         Matches  constituted  of  singles,  three- 
the  course    somes,  or  foursomes  shall  have  preced- 
ence of  and  be  entitled  to  pass  any  other 
kind  of  match. 

A  single  player  has  no  standing,  and 
shall  always  give  way  to  a  match  of 
any  kind.

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Any  match  playing  a  whole  round  shall 
be  entitled  to  pass  a  match  playing  a 
shorter  round. 

If  a  match  fail  to  keep  its  place  on 
the  green,  and  lose  in  distance  more 
than  one  clear  hole  on  the  players  in 
front,  it  may  be  passed,  on  request 
being  made. 

RULE  2.

A  ball  played  from  outside  the  limits 
of  the  teeing-ground,  or  played  by  a 
player  when  his  opponent  should  have 
had  the  honour,  may  be  at  once  recalled 
by  the  opposing  side,  and  may  be  re- 
teed  without  penalty. 

If  a  ball  fall  or  be  knocked  off  a  tee 
by  the  player  in  addressing  it,  it  may 
be  re-teed  without  penalty;  if  the  ball 
be  struck  when  so  moving,  no  penalty 
shall  be  incurred. 

(2)  The  option  of  taking  the  honour  The  Honour 
at  the  first  teeing-ground  shall,  if  nec- 
essary, be  decided  by  lot. 

The  side  which  wins  a  hole  shall  take 
the  honour  at  the  next  teeing-ground. 
If  a  hole  has  been  halved,  the  side  which 
had  the  honour  at  the  previous  teeing- 
ground  shall  retain  it. 
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On  beginning  a  new  match,  the  winner 
of  the  long  match  in  the  previous  round 
shall  take  the  honour;  if  the  previous 
long  match  was  halved,  the  side  which 
last  won  a  hole  shall  take  the  honour. 

RULE  3.

ternately during  the  play  of  each  hole. 

If  a  player  play  when  his  partner 
should  have  played,  his  side  shall  lose 
the  hole. 

RULE  4. 

(1)  A  player  may  not  ask  for  nor 
willingly  receive  advice  from  any  one 
except  his  own  caddie,  his  partner,  or 
his  partner's  caddie. 

(2)  A  player  may  employ  a  f  orecaddie, 
but  may  not  receive  advice  from  him. 

(3)  When  playing  through  the  green, 
or  from  a  hazard,  a  player  may  have 
the  line  to  the  hole  indicated  to  him,  but 
no  mark  shall  be  placed  nor  shall  any- 
one stand  on  the  proposed  line,  in  order 
to  indicate  it,  while  the  stroke  is  being 
made. 

The  penalty  for  a  breach  of  this  Rule 
shall  be  the  loss  of  the  hole.

If  a  dispute  arise  on  any  point,  a  Claims  <when 
claim  must  be  made  before  the  players  ho^  made 
strike  off  from  the  next  teeing-ground, 
or,  in  the  case  of  the  last  hole  of  the 
round,  before  they  leave  the  putting- 
green.  All  disputes  shall  be  decided 
by  the  committee  in  charge  of  the 
competition,  which  decision  shall  be 
final  unless  appeal  be  taken  to  the 
executive  committee  of  the  United 
States  Golf  Association,  whose  decision 
shall  be  conclusive.

Recommendations  for  Local  Rules 

When  necessary,  local  Rules  should 
be  made  for  such  obstructions  as  trees, 
hedges,  fixed  seats,  fences,  gates,  rail- 
ways, and  walls,  for  such  difficulties  as 
rabbit  scrapes,  hoof  marks,  and  other 
damage  caused  to  the  course  by  animals, 
and  for  such  local  conditions  as  the  ex- 
istence of  mud  which  may  be  held  to 
interfere  with  the  proper  playing  of 
the  game. 

When  a  ball  is  lifted  under  a  Local 
Rule,  as  in  the  case  of  a  ball  Hfted 
from  a  putting-green  other  than  that 
of  the  hole  which  is  being  played,  the 
Rules  of  Golf  Committee  recommends 
that  if  it  is  to  be  played  from  '^through 
the  green,"  it  should  be  dropped;  if  it  is 
to  be  played  on  the  putting-green  of 
the  hole  that  is  being  played,  it  should 
be  placed. 

Form  and  Make  of  Golf  Clubs. 

The  Rules  of  Golf  Committee  inti- 
mates that  it  will  not  sanction  any  sub- 
stantial departure  from  the  traditional 
and  accepted  form  and  make  of  golf 
clubs,  which,  in  its  opinion,  consist  of  a 
plain  shaft  and  a  head  which  does  not 
contain  any  mechanical  contrivance, 
such  as  springs.

ETIQUETTE  OF  GOLF. 

1.  No  one  should  stand  close  to  or 
directly  behind  the  ball,  move,  or  talk, 
when  a  player  is  making  a  stroke. 

On  the  putting-green  no  one  should 
stand  beyond  the  hole  in  the  line  of  a 
player's  stroke. 

2.  The  player  who  has  the  honour 
should  be  allowed  to  play  before  his 
opponent  tees  his  ball. 

3.  No  player  should  play  from  the 
tee  until  the  party  in  front  have  played 
their  second  strokes  and  are  out  of 
range,  nor  play  up  to  the  putting-green 
till  the  party  in  front  have  holed  out 
and  moved  away. 

4.  Players  who  have  holed  out  should 
not  try  their  putts  over  again  when 
other  players  are  following  them. 

5.  Players  looking  for  a  lost  ball 
should  allow  other  matches  coming  up 
to  pass  them;  they  should  signal  to  the 
players  following  them  to  pass,  and 
having  given  such  a  signal,  they  should 
not  continue  their  play  until  these  play- 
ers have  passed  and  are  out  of  reach. 
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6.  Turf  cut  or  displaced  by  a  player 
should  be  at  once  replaced  and  pressed 
down  with  the  foot. 

7.  A  player  should  carefully  fill  up 
all  holes  made  by  himself  in  a  bunker. 

8.  Players  should  see  that  their  cad- 
dies do  not  injure  the  holes  by  standing 
close  to  them  when  the  ground  is  soft. 

9.  A  player  who  has  incurred  a  pen- 
alty stroke  should  intimate  the  fact  to 
his  opponent  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Special  Rules  for  Match  Play 
Competitions. 

RULE  1. 

On  the  putting-green,  if  the  competi- 
tor whose  ball  is  the  nearer  to  the  hole 
play  first,  his  ball  shall  be  at  once  re- 
placed. 

The  penalty  for  a  breach  of  this  Rule 
shall  be  the  disquahfication  of  both  com- 
petitors. 

RULE  2. 

A  competitor  shall  not  waive  any  pen- 
alty incurred  by  his  opponent,  under 
penalty  of  disquahfication. 

RULE  3. 

Competitors  shall  not  agree  to  ex- 
clude the  operation  of  any  Rule  or  Local 
Rule,  under  penalty  of  disqualification. 


The  Rules  of  Golf  Committee  recom- 
mends that  players  should  not  concede 
putts  to  their  opponents. 
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Rules  for  Three-Ball,  Best  Ball, 
and  Four-Ball  Matches. 

DEFINITIONS. 

(1)  When  three  players  play  against 
each  other,  each  playing  his  own  ball, 
the  match  is  called  a  three-ball  match. 

(2)  When  one  player  plays  his  ball 
against  the  best  ball  of  two  or  more 
players,  the  match  is  called  a  best  ball 
match. 

(3)  When  two  players  play  their  bet- 
ter ball  against  the  better  ball  of  two 
other  players,  the  match  is  called  a 
four-ball  match. 

GENERAL. 
RULE*1. 

Any  player  may  have  any  ball  in  the 
match  lifted  or  played,  at  the  option 
of  its  owner,  if  he  consider  that  it 
might  interfere  with  or  be  of  assist- 
ance to  a  player  or  side. 

RULE  2. 

If  a  player's  ball  move  any  other  ball 
in  the  match,  the  moved  ball  must  be 
replaced  as  near  as  possible  to  the  spot 
where  it  lay,  without  penalty. 
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RULE  3. 

Through  the  green  a  player  shall  in- 
cur no  penalty  for  playing  when  an  op- 
ponent should  have  done  so,  and  the 
stroke  shall  not  be  recalled. 

On  the  putting-green  the  stroke  may 
be  recalled  by  an  opponent,  but  no  pen- 
alty shall  be  incurred. 

THREE-BALL  MATCHES. 

RULE  4. 

During  a  three-ball  match  if  no  play- 
er is  entitled  at  a  teeing-ground  to 
claim  the  honour  from  both  opponents, 
the  same  order  of  striking  shall  be  fol- 
lowed as  at  the  last  teeing-ground. 

RULE  5. 

In  a  three-ball  match,  if  a  player's 
ball  strike,  or  be  stopped,  or  moved  by 
an  opponent  or  an  opponent's  caddie  or 
clubs,  that  opponent  shall  lose  the  hole 
to  the  player.  As  regards  the  other 
opponent  the  occurrence  shall  be  treated 
as  a  rub  of  the  green. 

BEST  BALL  AND  FOUR-BALL  MATCHES. 
RULE  6. 

Balls  belonging  to  the  same  side  may 
be  played  in  the  order  the  side  deems 
best. 
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RULE  7. 

If  a  player's  ball  strike,  or  be  stopped, 
or  moved  by  an  opponent,  or  an  oppo- 
nent's caddie  or  clubs,  the  opponent's 
side  shall  lose  the  hole. 

RULE  8. 

If  a  player's  ball  (the  player  being 
one  of  a  side)  strike,  or  be  stopped  by 
himself,  or  his  partner,  or  either  of 
their  caddies  or  clubs,  only  that  player 
shall  be  disqualified  for  that  hole. 

RULE  9. 

If  a  player  play  a  stroke  with  his 
partner's  ball,  and  the  mistake  be  dis- 
covered and  intimated  to  the  other  side 
before  an  opponent  has  played  another 
stroke,  the  player  shall  be  disqualified 
for  that  hole,  and  his  partner  shall  drop 
a  ball  as  near  as  possible  to  the  spot 
from  which  his  ball  was  played,  without 
penalty.  If  the  mistake  be  not  discov- 
ered till  after  the  opponent  has  played 
a  stroke,  the  player's  side  shall  lose  the 
hole. 

RULE  10. 

In  all  other  cases  where  a  player 
would  by  the  Rules  of  Golf  incur  the 
loss  of  the  hole,  he  shall  be  disqualified 
for  that  hole,  but  the  disqualification 
shall  not  apply  to  his  partner. 
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SPECIAL  RULES  FOR 
STROKE  COMPETITIONS. 

Rules  for  the  Conduct  of  Stroke 
Competitions. 

Wherever    the  word  Committee  is  Committee 
used  in  these  Rules,  it  refers  to  the 
Committee  in  charge  of  the  Competi- 
tion.

RULE  2. 

(1)  Competitors  shall  start  in  the 
order  and  at  the  times  arranged  by  the 
Committee.
